Teenager is 
saved by a 
lifeguard in 
Whitmore 
Bay rescue 


THE life of a 
teenage swimmer 
was saved in a 
dramatic rescue 
by an RNLI 
lifeguard at 

Whitmore Bay on 
Tuesday (August 
18). 

The youngster was 
one of two people who 
got out of their depth 
swimming near Nells 
Point at the eastern 
end of the beach. 

RNLI lifeguards 
were alerted that the 
swimmers were in 
danger at about 
12.45pm. 

Lifeguard Rhydian 
Price immediately 
went to the area, 
paddling out on a 
rescue board.

One of the teenagers 
had managed to return 
to shallower water by 
the time he got to the 
scene, but the second 
had taken in water and 
was close to going 
under. 

He was brought onto 
the rescue board and 
returned to the beach. 

A paramedic 

attended to the 
teenagers, and they 
were taken by the 
‘Rescue 169’ helicopter 
which had been 
dispatched from 
Chivenor and taken to 
the University of Wales 
Hospital, Cardiff. 

Two years ago, a 
teenage girl drowned 


after getting into 
difficulties at 

Whitmore Bay. 

RNLI lifeguard 
manager Stuart 

Thompson said: “This 
incident highlights the 
importance of always 
swimming in the red 
and yellow flagged 
areas at lifeguarded 
beaches, where our 
fully-trained 
lifeguards are on hand 
to provide safety 
advice and assistance. 

“Whitmore Bay was 
extremely busy, and 
swimming in the 
flagged area maximises 
the ability of lifeguards 
being able to respond 
to people needing 
assistance as quickly as 
possible.”

Vale Council pledges 
‘minimal disruption 9 as 
cycleway constructed 


COMMUTERS heading along the 
top road between Barry and 
Wenvoe over the next 14 weeks 
will see on-going work to construct 
a cycleway. 

The Vale Council has announced 
that it is the next phase of its ongoing 
programme to establish a network of 
cycle paths across the Vale. 

It says there will be “very minimal” 
disruption for road users. Two-way 
traffic will be maintained for the 
majority of the time work is being 
undertaken. 

There is already a cycleway 
connecting the Weycock Cross 


junction with Barry Docks Link Road, 
and the new ‘off-road’ cycleway 
section which will connect the link 
road with the new housing 
development under construction in 
Wenvoe. 

Court Lis Burnett, cabinet member 
for regeneration, said: “The Vale 
Council is committed to delivering 
sustainable transport infrastructure 
for the Vale. This scheme will reduce 
congestion on this busy commuter 
route, enable pupils to travel to school 
safely by bicycle, make the road safer 
for all road users, and provide a 
sustainable option for travelling in and 
out of Barry.”

'Well done, 
Vale Show!’

T he gem 

article 
headlined 
‘Councillor faces 
conduct hearing 
over ‘£3.5m exit 
cash comments’, 
(August 6), 
prompted me to 
look into the 
council procedure 
described in the 
article. 

The gist of the 
complaint against Coun 
Clarke is that he had 
broken the Code of 
Conduct/Protocol by 
saying that some of the 
councillors on the 
committee had ‘a trade 
union background’ 
which, it was alleged, 
implied they vote in a 
certain way. 

What a peculiar 
charge to make six 
months after the original 
story in January? 

Anyone can see on 
the council’s website 
which members of the 
committee have trade 
union backgrounds, so 
that’s no secret - and 
why should it imply how 
they vote? 

Surely the implication 


of a statement is a matter 
for the reader to conjure 
with, since any analysis 
of the written word is 
subjective? 

Individuals can read 
into words whatever 
they like: since when has 
a writer had to answer 
for the implications 
reached by others? 

To imply the words 
have a logical 
consequence is really 
stretching the facts. 

The procedure to be 
followed is not 
mentioned, but the 
council’s constitution 
includes a ‘Local 
Dispute Resolution 
Procedure, ’ which seems 
to fit the description. 

It is confidential; 
there is no right of 
appeal, and no publicity 
of those involved is 
allowed, unless the 
councillor is censured. 

My advice to Coun 
Clarke would be to take 
a barrister with him 
when he is summoned to 
the hearing: the case 
against him seems weak 
and the process looks 
more than a little one¬ 
sided.

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Twenty acre solar 
farm is opened by 
Associated British 
Ports in Barry 



A new £5million solar farm has opened on 
Associated British Ports (ABP) land in 
Barry. 

It is called ‘Port of Barry Solar Farm’ and has 
been constructed by British Gas for ABP over a 
disused 20 acre brown-field site. 

British Gas only started work at the port in March 
and by May the installation, made up of almost 
15,000 solar panels, was complete. 

Now fully operational, the solar farm is expected 
to generate around 4.5MWh of green energy per year 
to support ABP’s port operations, including its 75 
tenants. Excess energy will be redirected to the 
National Grid. 

The solar farm is also expected to save around 
2,000 tonnes of Co2 per year - the equivalent weight 
of a small ship. 

It was opened by local MP Alun Cairns who heard 
the installation had been short-listed for a Wales 
Green Energy award. 

Mr Cairns said: “The new solar farm on Barry 
Docks is a fantastic example of maximising the use 
of industrial space, in a very impressive scheme.” 

Matthew Kennerley, director of ABP South 
Wales, said: “The development of renewable energy 


is a focus of investment for ABP South Wales as we 
continue to develop environmentally friendly 
engineering projects at all five of our south Wales 
ports.” 

Chris Morrison, the head of British Gas Solar, 
said: “We’re delighted to have installed this 
important solar project - it’s the second time we’ve 
done this with ABP in Wales. 

“At British Gas, we’re committed to helping 
businesses make real energy and carbon savings. 
The green energy this solar farm will generate is a 
significant contribution towards that goal.”

Enjoying the final 
evening walk of year 


AFTER the forecast 
stormy weather failed to 
arrive during the daytime, 
it was a case of fingers 
crossed when 12 Penarth 
and District Ramblers met 
leader Joy, with Bracken 
and Bronte, at the 
Woodland Trust car park 
in Michaelston - for the 
last of the popular summer 
evening walks. 

In a sultry atmosphere under 
overcast skies, they set off to 
explore woods acquired by the 
Woodland Trust (Coed Cadw), 
which is an old Welsh term that 
was used in medieval times to 
describe protected and preserved 
woodland. 

Established in 1972, the 
Woodland Trust has over a 100 
sites in Wales alone, and most are 
open and free to members of the 
public. 

Setting off through the lower 
part of Casehill Wood and 


dropping down through fields, 
they crossed the Cadoxton River 
by means of a wooden 
footbridge. 

This river was once part of a 
huge mill leet back in the 1400s 
when it was diverted into a leet 
through a weir and sluice gate, 
the remnants of which can still be 
seen near the ford. 

The water then entered ponds 
from where it fell into the 
overshot waterwheel which 
provided the power to turn the 
millwheel before being returned 
to the river. 

Several kissing gates led them 
into the delightful copper beech 
wood, and passing through Cwm 
George, a steep climb up through 
the woods followed where the 
light was seriously depleted by 
the trees in full leaf. 

Meandering along woodland 
pathways in a circular route 
around Park Wood before 
descending by means of a muddy 
overgrown bridleway, it felt good 
to be back in the evening light 


again as they passed through a 
gate following farm tracks 
around fields of ripe barley. 

Then, passing through kissing 
gates leading through a series of 
fields, they re-crossed the 
Cadoxton River and headed back 
up through Casehill meadow as 
the light was beginning to finally 
dim. 

On August 22, meet at 8.30am 
at Cogan Leisure Centre for a 
10-mile hard walk from Craig y 
Nos into the Carmarthen Fans to 
visit the site of a WW2 Wellington 
Bomber crash site; contact 
Barrie on 029 2053 0753. 

On August 23, meet at 9am at 
Cogan for a 9.5-mile moderate 
walk in north Gower; contact

THE chance 
decision to put the 
rubbish out late 
one evening led one 
Llantwit Major 
family to save 
someone’s life! 

Peace reigned that 
Tuesday night in Paul 
and Kaye Aherne’s 
house in Clos Ogney - 
Kaye had just returned 
from a birthday 
celebration with friends 
including Sian Rees, and 
Paul was quietly putting 
the recycling out the 
front. 

Kaye, a manager at a 
paediatric ward in 
Bridgend, said: “I heard 
my husband shouting 
Kaye, Kaye, Kaye. 
Quick! Someone’s 
collapsed out the front.” 

Trish Beer, a local 
teacher, explained: “I 
was out walking my dog 
Winnie from the next 
estate, and began to feel 
chesty and hot - and 
realised I was having an 
allergic reaction.” 

Paul recalled: “She 
said to me ‘Can you help 
me? I’ve had a reaction 
to something.’” 

Trish said: “My ears 


and face began to swell, 
and I was thinking ‘this 
is really serious’. I 
thought: ‘I’m dying’. I 
literally couldn’t 

breathe.” 

Paul and Kaye helped 
Trish through to their 
conservatory - and tied 
her dog out the back 
while the drama 
continued to unfold. 

They called the 
ambulance. No one was 
sure whether Trish was 
suffering from an 
asthma attack or 
anaphylaxis. 

Kaye rushed upstairs 
to get a ventolin inhaler, 
but Trish’s airways 
remained blocked and 
she continued to 
deteriorate. 

Kaye said: “The 
phone went and it was 
my friend Sian. I said: ‘I 
can’t stop, someone’s 
just collapsed!” 

It was warm in the 
conservatory, and Paul 
and Kaye were also 
concerned that Trish 
might fall and hit her 
head on the hard floor so 
they moved her onto a 
garden bench outside. 

Paul said: “It was like 
a scene from MASH.” 


Sian arrived to help 
and exclaimed: “What 
the hell’s going on 
here!” 

The neighbours 
apparently thought a 
party was going on. Far 
from it - Trish was 
going blue, and Paul and 
Kaye eased her onto the 
floor, where Kaye 
carried out mouth to 
mouth resuscitation and 
CPR (cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation). Sian was 
shocked at how swollen 
she was. 

Paul said: “After 
about 40 to 50 seconds 
(of CPR) she made a 
noise and started to 
breathe.” 

They then placed 
Trish in the recovery 
position. 

Kaye said: “The 
ambulance men arrived 
within 10 minutes and 
were very good. They 
asked: ‘Who is she?’ I 
said: ‘I don’t know. She 
was walking past the 
house.’ 

“I said I’ve given her 
CPR and they asked 
why. I said: ‘Because 
she’d stopped breathing 
and went the colour of 
my husband’s shorts!”’ 


Trish was given 
adrenaline by the 
ambulance men, and to 
the relief of Kaye, Paul 
and Sian continued to 
recover. 

Trish said: “In the 
ambulance I was talking 
and began to calm down. 
When I got to the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital I had a chest x- 
ray and stayed there 
overnight.” 

While Trish was 
taken away in the 
ambulance, Kaye and 
Paul managed to get 
Winnie, the dog, back to 
Trish’s mum’s 

neighbour. 

Trish gave Kaye a 
bouquet, a bottle of 
wine, chocolates and 
some treats for their dog 
as a thank you. 

She believes it was a 
case of anaphylaxis 
which is a severe, 
potentially life- 

threatening allergic 
reaction that can 
develop rapidly. Attacks 
can be caused by insect 
stings, peanuts, tree 
nuts, certain foods - 
such as milk and 
seafood, and even some 
medicines. 

Kaye stressed that 
incidents like the one 
Trish experienced 
underline how important 
it is for people to carry 
inhalers in case of an 
asthma attack or an 
adrenaline pen in case of 
anaphylaxis. 

Last week, the four 
people involved in the 
drama met up again and 
as you can see from the 
picture, it was a far more 
relaxed occasion.

A Barry resident said he is 
fed up with motorists 
driving along the 
pavements in his street and 
damaging the slabs. 

Mr Rino Agozzino lives in 
Bell Street off Park Crescent and 
said drivers even do it when 
people are walking along the 
pavement. 

He said: “Some drivers go up 
on the pavement for a few feet 
before popping down to park. 

“They damage the pavement 
and if you’re walking along it, it 
can be threatening.” 

Mr Agozzino says that when 
he has raised the issue with 


motorists they’ve said “you 
don’t own the street” and “I’ll 
drive where I like”. 

Damaged pavements can 
mean a cost to the local taxpayer 
too. 

‘RECLAIM COSTS’ 

Coun Gwyn John, cabinet 
member for visible services and 
leisure at the Vale Council, told 
The GEM that the council 
spends £1.8million each year on 
maintaining and repairing 
pavements across the Vale. 

He explained: “At a time 
when the council must find 
savings of £25million in the next 
three years, the cost of 


additional repairs due to 
irresponsible motorists is one 
that we can ill-afford. 

“We work very closely with 
South Wales Police to ensure 
that roads in the Vale are safe for 
all. 

“The council attempts to 
reclaim costs associated with 
vehicle collisions wherever 
feasible. 

“Residents who witness 
reckless driving or action that 
causes damage to our highway 
network can help with this by 
reporting any details of the 
incident and cars involved either 
to the council or the police.”

THE VALE SCHOOLS 
AGAIN OUTPERFORM 
NATIONAL AVERAGE 


THIS year’s A-Level and AS- 
Level results show Vale schools 
have outperformed the 
national average again. 

Almost 98 per cent of pupils sitting 
this year’s WJEC A-Level 
examinations achieved an A*-E grade, 
over half a percent higher than the 
Welsh average. Nearly 90 per cent of 
pupils sitting AS-Level exams 
achieved A-E grades. 24.33 per cent of 
A-Level pupils achieved the highest 
possible grades, A*-A, while 77.73 per 
cent achieved A*-C grades. 

Results at two of the Vale’s schools 
were exceptional.

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Patients’ waiting 
times ‘unacceptable’ 


A regional Welsh Conservative 
AM, Dr Altaf Hussai, has 
branded as “unacceptable” 
news that over 25,000 patients 
in Wales have had to wait over 
nine months for an NHS 
appointment - “a figure that 
has doubled in six years.” 

He stated that latest statistics also 
show that one in five patients is 
having to wait longer than the Welsh 
Government’s maximum waiting time 
target of eight weeks to access 
diagnostic services, with around 15 
per cent of cancer patients failing to 
commence treatment within 62 days 
of diagnosis: 25,373 people had been 
waiting over 36 weeks.

N-ice day for youngsters 
to practise their speech 


IT was ice creams 
all round for a 
group of youngsters 
enjoying a fun day 
out with a 
difference at Port 
Talbot’s Margam

with either a cleft lip and 
palate (CLP) or a palate 
that does not function 
well, and have been 
receiving speech therapy. 

Without it they could 
develop speech errors 
that can become habitual 
and very difficult to 
change, requiring years 
of therapy to remediate. 

ABMU hosts the 
Welsh Centre for Cleft 
Lip and Palate covering 
five south Wales health 
boards - ABMU itself, 
along with Hywel Dda, 
Cwm Taf, Aneurin 
Bevan and Cardiff and 
Vale. 

Morriston is the 
surgical centre for the 
service. The speech and 
language therapists based 
in the hospital also work 
in the community and 
liaise with local 
therapists across south 
Wales to ensure children 
can have therapy close to 
their homes. 

ABMU’s CLP team 
organises an annual 
outing to give the 
youngsters a chance to 
practise their speech in 
an everyday 
environment. 

This year’s was the 
third trip and saw seven 
children and their parents 
make the journey to 
Margam Park for a day 
of fun activities. 

Specialist speech and 
language therapist Lisa 
Farquhar explained: 

“The whole idea is to get 
out of a clinical setting. 
What we are trying to do 
is help children 
generalise speech 
sounds. 

“They can do the 
sounds, but don’t always 
use them. They come to 
clinic and do it fine but 
then they forget it and 
don’t use the sounds. 

“It’s about 

encouraging them to use 
their speech in more 
everyday activities. 

“One activity this year 
saw parents wear fancy 
dress and take part in a 
catwalk-style parade, 
while the children 
provided the 
commentary - with 
encouragement to use 
their sounds in a clear 
and correct way.”

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THE MYSTERY OF THE 
DISAPPEARING QUEEN 


WHAT a year it has been so far at the 
Fonmon apiary...very varied weather 
conditions, prolific swarming activity, and 
as of yet, no honey taken off! 

One of my colonies that swarmed is just not 
going anywhere. 

A queen cell was observed as open, but no signs 
of a queen being present could be detected. 

To remedy this, I introduced a frame containing 
eggs from one of the other colonies, but still nothing 
is happening. 

The future of this colony needs some 
consideration. An interesting occurrence did take 
place while I was inspecting the apiary bees. 

An empty hive on site that I was using as a store 
for ‘ready to use spare frames’ should I require them 
due to my inspection findings in the other colonies, 
was taken over by a swarm that descended in a vast 
cloud and, as usual, much noise. 

Where could they have come from? Well, 
thinking about it there are apparently eight colonies 
sited within the very near cement works and just 
who is looking to their needs I do not know. I think 
they could well be the most likely contributors. 

It is also noticeable that drones are now being 
refused entry and actually being turned out by the 
female workers. This in itself is not an unusual 
activity but it is somewhat earlier than is normal. 
Do the bees know something we don’t? 

Control of the Varroa mite has to be addressed 
and my approach so far has been to use formic acid- 
soaked strips. If we are to believe the producers’ 
literature, the advantage that the beekeeper can 
expect is that where other control substances only 
affect mites that are on the bees, the formic acid will 
penetrate the wax capping that is enclosing the 
developing bees. 

These capped larvae (they will become bees 
eventually) do have mites that have hopped in with 
them, before the bees completed the capping 
process, and these very mites will carry out their 
own breeding cycle while they are enclosed with the 
developing bee. 

It is also stated that contamination of any hive 
products will not be an issue, plus the likelihood of 
the Varroa mite building up any form of defence is 
very unlikely. 

The training apiary at Dyffryn is doing well, we 


have had swarming taking place (who hasn’t) and 
three of our established beekeepers have taken their 
basic beekeeping exam there. 

It is to be hoped that others will follow this option 
and not only will it improve their existing 
knowledge but increase their bee handling skills as 
well. 

Coinciding with the exam activity, the National 
Trust had a fun weekend event and we beekeepers 
manned a table where information was dispensed 
relating to the onsite apiary and all things to do with 
bees and beekeeping. 

Many questions were asked of those of us on the 
beekeeping table and the feedback to the staff of 
Dyffryn from visitors has brought about the 
possibility of a series of lectures/talks about the 
apiary and pollinating insects in general. 

The beekeepers will give this venture our support 
should this come to fruition. 

The welfare of the honey bee is an ongoing 
project and Fon-Mon apiary is a designated 
‘sentinel apiary’ - which means that I am observing 
all of the colonies with a view to spotting the Small 
Hive Beetle. This is a predator that has not yet been 
reported in this country, but there is every likelihood 
that it will be with us eventually. 

It is already widespread throughout the world and 
Australia, that is free of the Varroa mite, has found 
the beetle and it is spreading alarmingly there. 

Sentinel apiaries are established throughout the 
British Isles and one of us sentinel apiary personnel 
will be getting our five minutes of TV fame. I have 
a wish for it not to be me. 

What does this beetle do to a colony of bees? 
Well, I will leave that for another time, as it will take 
up some space.

Son sees dad’s wartime 
photo for the first time 




John Thomas jnr was featured in The GEM on 
July 30 with the very same cigarette case! 


LAST Thursday 
afternoon, August 
13 at Porthcawl 
Museum, Mr John 
Thomas was united 
with a photograph 
of his father that he 
was previously 
unaware of. 

His dad, Private John 
James Thomas 4th 
Battalion, Welsh 
Regiment is pictured 
holding the cigarette 
case that saved his life in 
Gallipoli August 1915. 

The previous Sunday 
on the Roy Noble Show, 
on BBC Radio Wales, 
John had recounted the 
story of how his father 
had landed at Suvla Bay, 
Gallipoli, on August 9, 
1915 as part of the 53rd 
Welsh Division. 

Listening in 
Penygroes, where 
Private Thomas was 
born, was Mr Adrian 
Davies, chairman of 
Penygroes Historical 
Society. Adrian later 
recounted that he 
couldn’t believe his ears, 
as he had been given a 
collection of World War 
One photographs in 
2013 to help 
commemorate the men 
on the village war 
memorial, but was at a 
loss as to who the boy 
holding the cigarette 
case was. 

On hearing John’s 
account of how the 
cigarette case had saved 


Private Thomas’s life, 
and that he had come 
from Penygroes, all fell 
into place. 

On Thursday 
afternoon, Adrian 
arrived carrying two 
photographs: besides the 
photograph of John’s 
father holding the 
cigarette case was a 
photograph of Private 
Thomas’s Sunday 
School class. 

The gentleman in the 
photograph was a Mr 
David Rees, who had 
been the village 
photographer during the 
early years of the 20th 
century. It was he who 
had taken John’s father’s 
photograph and whose 
grandson, Mr Brian 
Lewis, had donated the 
collection to the 
Penygroes Historical 
Society. John James 
Thomas is the boy on 
the far right of the front 
row. 

On Thursday after 
much reminiscing of 
Penygroes, where John 
Thomas Jr was also 
born, Adrian very kindly 
gave John the original 
photographs of his father 
and presented copies to 
Porthcawl Museum to be 
placed alongside the 
cigarette case, which 
will remain on display as 
the centerpiece of the 
‘Welsh at Gallipoli’ 
exhibition until 
Saturday, August 30.

Choirs integral 
part of our 
Welsh culture 


I WATCHED with 
interest a discussion 
on the BBC 
Breakfast show 
Monday morning 
(August 17) 

concerning the 
action currently 
being undertaken 
by Blaenafon Male 
Voice Choir, in 
conjunction with 
the Cwmbran based 
Focus Shift Films, 
aimed at 

encouraging more 
young men to join 
male choirs. 

I sing with Cowbridge 
MVC. When I joined in 
November 2001, the 
choir had a register that 
recorded 90 members 
and it could easily stage 
60 choristers for home 
concerts. Sadly, due to 
many factors numbers 
have diminished over the 
years. 

We have managed to 
recruit a few new 
members over the past 10 
years, but not nearly 
enough to compensate 
for losses. 

The choir’s current 
register records a total 
membership of 64 and it 
expects a couple of new 
recruits to join when it 
returns to rehearsals 
early in September. 

Blaenafon MVC is to 
be applauded for taking 
the lead and for doing 
something constructive 
to address the recruiting 
situation. 

Almost every choir in 
Wales has a problem 
recruiting young men to 
join the ranks; there are 
exceptions, of course, but 
they are few and far 
between. 

Male choral singing is 
an integral part of Welsh 
culture and it must be 
preserved. How many 
choirs have a recruiting 
plan? 

Word of mouth or 
family association is still 
at the forefront of finding 
new choristers. Nothing 
wrong with that 


approach, it has served 
choirs well in the past. 

However, choirs will 
need to be more 
proactive in their 
approach to recruiting - 
‘Poems & Pints’ nights 
are all well and good in 
the short term and 
advertising is too 
expensive. 

I know that a great 
deal of what I am writing 
here isn’t new, nor is it 
rocket science. I firmly 
believe that choir 
organisations need to 
promote MVCs in 
schools, colleges, 

churches and chapels. 

Every choir controls 
its own destiny; every 
choir has a responsibility 
to its founding fathers, 
the community it 
represents, and to the 
wonderful tradition of 
male choral singing to 
make certain that it 
survives. It can be done - 
let’s do it!

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150TH ANNIVERSARY OF PENARTH TOWN 

This is what happened in Penarth in 1865 

BY BRIAN KEITCH 


A FTER all the toasts (bubbly) on 
the occasion of the opening of the 
docks, town life in Penarth was 
quite active, too. We will pass over the 
fights outside pubs, prostitution (pretty 
normal in a sea port) and a few 
stabbings along the way, life was getting 
off the ground in the new township. 

It was to be many years before a local press 
was established in the town, so I’ve had a plod 
over the two Cardiff-based papers of the day - 
the Cardiff Times and the Cardiff and Merthyr 
Guardian, which under the title of local 
intelligence kept the public informed of what 
was going on in the area. 

Getting around was quite a novelty (as 
mentioned in an earlier number). ‘PENARTH! 
PENARTH!’ (ran the ad) ‘Cheap and Speedy 
Excursions to and from Penarth; A spring 
covered waggonette will leave the Royal Oak, 

St Mary Street, Cardiff and John Street, Penarth 
every day - calling at The Ship and Royal 
Hotels.’ 

The waggonette left Cardiff at 1pm and 6pm 
and from Penarth at 10am and 5pm. 

An extra trip was run on Saturdays. Fares - 
sixpence (2.5p). NB, parcels etc delivered 
immediately (!). 

Jump on the paddle steamer Velindra and for 
lOp - or less - you could pop over to Bristol in 
a cabin. 

After deporting prisoners to Australia as a 
penal colony for things like stealing a sheep or 
some clothes - the authorities were now 
begging you to pop Down Under. ‘ASSISTED 
EMIGRATION TO QUEENS LAND - Assisted 
Passages are now granted to a limited number 
of eligible persons at £8 per head (adult). 
Female Domestic Servants, £4.’ In a nutshell, 
they were after craftsmen and ‘female domestic 
servants of good character’. 

Back to some local ‘gossip’. A new police 
station was being constructed in Windsor Road 


described as ‘elegant buildings’. They are still 
there. The first gas pipes were being laid - 
presumably to include lighting, and the Taff 
Vale Railway was busily employing extra 
workers. 

But a bit of old Penarth was not far away - 
“The corn harvest has fairly commenced in this 
neighbourhood. Mr Tinker of Cornerswell 
(farm) and Mr Mayer, Penarth, have availed 
themselves of this fine and splendid weather and 
have got some of their best fields down. Heavy 
dew at night, occasional mild rain and great 
heat during the day has tended to make the 
straw good and the ears heavy.” 

The beach was a matter of chat, too - 
“Visitors to the beach continue to increase. We 
have always thought that Penarth will be more 
esteemed by Cardiff residents as it becomes 
better known. It is easily accessible” (the 
Penarth ferry extended its sailings to the beach 
in summer months) “and the expense is trifling. 
Leisure hours, bathing, rambling through the 
fields, donkey riding etc.” 

However, reading and writing could be a 
problem for many. Help was at hand with the 
Penny Readings held in the National School 
Room. 

Then there were matters of health. There 
were plenty of quacks about (Dr Jacob Hughes’ 
Blood Pills, or Pink Pills for Pale People and 
the ever so deliciously sounding Bile Beans). 

However not all was rosy on the farms - 
“Cattle Disease - We are sorry to hear that the 
cattle of a neighbouring farmer” (no name 
mentioned) “have been attacked by a disease 
which affects their mouth and hoofs. 

“It is not, we believe, the terrible 
‘Rinderpest’, but is nevertheless, of a very 
malignant character.” 

Just before Christmas, the Gloucester steamer 
from Bristol had a case of typhoid on board. 
Rumours were rife around Cardiff Docks that 
yellow fever was about. 

The vessel was refused entry to Cardiff and

sent to Penarth! Still with shipping, the SS 
Swansea sank in Penarth Dock on October 30. 

All efforts to raise the ship were fruitless and 
so it was reported on November 24 that Penarth 
Dock was drained for a recovery to be made. 

Somewhat surprisingly at this early date, 
Penarth could boast a cricket side (though I 
have no idea where they played). 

With some indignation it was reported that on 
July 21a match had been arranged with the 
Cardiff Blue Caps but “they did not show - 
probably they had a jolly game amongst 
themselves”. 

But revenge was at hand, for on September 1 
Penarth played the Blue Cap Club at the Cardiff 
Arms ground, scored 102 runs and bowled out 
the Blue Caps for 42. 

The hosts batted again but only made 20 
runs. Penarth won easily. That season Penarth 
recorded four wins out of five. 

However, a little dig from the future capital 
city - regarding the opening of Penarth Dock - 
“Penarth is not distant enough to be a rival 
port to Cardiff. We welcome her, therefore, as a 
new and thriving suburb.” (Cardiff Times June 
9.) Hum. 

Finally, a word in praise of the boys in blue 
(sorry no lady constables at the time). Poaching 
was rife so the local police had a policy of 
hiding in ditches around the field at all hours of 
the night to pounce on a poacher. 


On March 24 one criminal case was reported 
thus - A Foreman Absconded: “William James, 
a foreman under Mr D Harries, superintendent 
foreman of Penarth Dock, absconded with about 
£17, which had been entrusted to him to pay the 
men under his direction. 

“It appears that on Saturday morning, as 
usual, he received the money to pay the men but 
instead of doing so, went off to Cardiff and 
disappeared. The Police are on his track”. 

After a chase by Sergeant Adams, the culprit 
was chased from Cardiff to Newport and then 
on to London, where he was apprehended (not 
on foot, one hopes!) and brought back to 
Penarth. No mucking about eh? 

On a more gruesome note - ‘Shocked at 
infanticide - a child tied up in a silk 
handkerchief and nearly decomposed was 
picked up in the bushes near Penarth. Patrick 
Hallern, who found the body, immediately 
informed the police whence PC Evans (No 109) 
had the body taken to the Plymouth Hotel and 
placed in the loft’. 

On a lighter note a woman was caught 
stealing some celery at the dockside, and there 
was a clamour in the town for a post office. 

I hope readers have enjoyed this mini series 
about life all those years ago. Many thanks to 
the library staff in Penarth and Cardiff who 
have helped me - not to mention the staff on 
The GEM!

play it to type and 
go for something 
more akin to a 
spoof? 

It was a thought that 
Guy Ritchie no doubt 
had before taking on 
directing duties for The 
Man From U.N.C.L.E. 

Using the series as a 
launching pad, and 
retaining its 1960s 
setting, it sees American 
agent Napoleon Solo 
(Henry Cavill) being 
forced to team-up with 
Russian agent Ilya 
Kuryakin (Armie 
Hammer) as they aim to 
stop a villainous 
organization proliferate 
nuclear weapons; but 
with the agents as 
distrustful of each other 
as they are of their 
enemies, will they come 
together to save the 
day? 

Guy Ritchie proved 
with his Sherlock 
Holmes films that he’s 
pretty adept at conjuring 
up entertaining, 
spectacle-led 
mismatched buddy 
comedies, so making 
The Man From 
U.N.C.L.E should have 
proved little problem to 
the British director. 

The end result is a 
film that fizzes, thanks 
to the star wattage of its 
leads, but can’t quite 
hold its own when it 
comes to a narrative 
that goes around the 
houses too much and 
lacks any real impact. 

The summer 
blockbuster season thus 
far has been rich with 
high-quality pickings, 
the most impressive for 
several years, giving 
these Men quite a task 
to match up to what has 
gone before; and in 
leads Armie Hammer, 


Henry Cavill and Alicia 
Vikander, there is much 
to savour and enjoy. 

With American 
Hammer playing 
Russian, English Cavill 
playing American and 
Swedish Vikander 
playing German, the 
performances could 
have been lost in 
translation, but all three 
performers step up to 
the mark admirably. 

Hammer shows great 
restraint and straight- 
faced comedy as 
Kuryakin, in a 
performance that 
impresses while Cavill’s 
leading man looks play 
well into a suave spy 
character that drips with 
charisma and cool. 

Vikander’s Gaby is 
more resourceful than 
your average female 
lead in an action film, 
and shows a deft hand 
at the comedic aspect of 
the performance, 
sharing a humorous 
chemistry with 
Kuryakin as they are 
thrown together by the 
needs of the mission. 

With Elizabeth 
Debicki giving it full- 
throttle glamour puss as 
the villainous Victoria 
(even if there’s not 
much substance behind 
the character) and an 
enjoyable extended 
cameo from Hugh 
Grant, there’s little to 
quibble about in terms 
of the acting - but the 
real problems lie 
beneath. 

Ritchie and Lionel 
Wigram’s script keeps 
the general set-up of the 
TV series, and gives it a 
little more depth in 
terms of the back story. 
The humour comes with 
a nod and a wink, and 
plays smartly, but the 
actual thrust of the

narrative over¬ 
complicates and is at 
odds with Ritchie’s 
frothy and stylish 
direction. 

He’s always been a 
director with a love of 
flashy visuals, and here 
is no exception. With its 
Rome setting lending 
itself to an 
appropriation of the 
1960s style new-wave, 
Ritchie takes great 
pleasure in jumping the 
story forward and then 
shooting back to explain 
itself, split screens and 
other devices that look 
great, but feel overused 
and distract from the 
story trying to be told. 

There are some very 
clever and amusing 
sequences (the opening 
car chase, a torture 
session that doesn’t 
quite pan out, a boat 
chase that starts out 
serious and then gets 
played for laughs); but 
the overall sense is of 
Ritchie over-egging his 
blockbuster pudding - 
and it makes it far from 
easy to digest. 

It’s a diverting and 
entertaining enough 
film, but not one that 
you’ll come out of 
loving in any great way. 
The Man From 
UN.C.L.E. is stylish, 
sophisticated and looks 
pretty good (and that’s 
just the lead actors), but 
it feels a little too dense 
and overly-directed for 
its own good, sadly. 

VERDICT: A victim 
of its own 

shortcomings, The Man 
From UN.C.L.E. looks 
great but lacks the 
sturdiness to make for a 
really great blockbuster. 
The performances are 
impressive, but the plot 
finds itself getting 
bogged down too easily 
and Guy Ritchie’s 
direction is sometimes 
too slick for its own 
good. Enjoyable.

D uring 

elections, one 
of the things 
you hear on the 
doorstep is the 
accusation that 
politicians only 
come knocking 
when they want 
your vote. 

I worked out long ago 
that with a constituency 
of around 65,000 and 
mainly Fridays to get out 
on the doorstep, I would 
need to meet around 500 
people a week over five 
years to succeed in 
meeting everyone. 

As political parties 
decline in numbers of 
members who are 
willing to come out and 
help door knock, finding 
new ways of reaching 
out to people is 
imperative. 

I send out my This 
Week in Westminster 
round-up every Friday to 
a few thousand 
constituents. Then there 
are newsletters bringing 
updates on welfare, 
defence, climate change, 
international 
development and 
criminal justice issues 
when the Commons is in 
recess. 

I’ve yet to have my 
holiday in this recess, as 
it’s been a hectic one of 
visits and meetings. 

Last week, I brought 
my two staff from 
Westminster down to 
Bridgend to spend a 
week getting to know 
the area. Each day, 
Matthew and Anna and I 
were in supermarkets or 
on streets doing 
surgeries, so they could 
learn the different parts 
of the constituencies and 
the main areas of 
concern. 

It was an interesting 
week, not least of all 
seeing the different 
people who shopped in 
each store and where 
they came from. 
Mornings were in 
supermarkets and 
afternoons on doorsteps 
and in houses. 

In talking to one of 
the supermarket 
managers, I learned of 
the different shopping 
habits of various age 
groups. Internet 
shopping is especially 
used by the young. 
Groceries are now either 
picked up on the way 
home, delivered to

garages, or motorway 
service stations to secure 
lockers that are opened 
with a key code, or 
brought to the home in 
the evening. 

Older shoppers like to 
see what they are buying 
but many also like them 
then delivered to the 
home. We could be 
seeing the end of the big 
supermarkets as more 
people go online to shop 
rather than push a trolley 
down the aisles. 

In each of the 
supermarkets the surgery 
was different: in some, I 
had a constant queue of 
people wanting to talk to 
me with problems that 
needed resolving. In 
others I went from table 
to table chatting to 
people about national 
and local issues. 

When visiting people 
at home during the street 
surgeries, most of the 
questions were local 
council issues, though 
there were still a few 
national concerns 
raised - such as the 
decline of bees, personal 
independence payments 
and the cost of flood 
insurance. 

I asked Matthew and 
Anna what their lasting 
impressions of the visit 
would be: their first 
impression was of how 
green the area is. 

Coming from the high 
rise, high density of 
London, the open spaces 
and green fields of the 
Bridgend area were a 
delight. 

They have seen 
Bridgend on maps, but 
until you drive between 
Bridgend and Kenfig 
Hill or Porthcawl and 
Coity you don’t have a 
real picture of an area. 

Car parking was 
raised as an issue several 
times and the cause of 
considerable distress and 
tension. Car parking is 
less of an issue in 
London - most people 
use public transport as a 
car is a costly liability in 
the centre of London, as 


well as being the 
slowest and most 
expensive way of 
moving around 
because of parking 
and congestion 
charges. 

Coming from a 
multi-racial London to 
Bridgend, it was also a 
surprise to see we have 
only 4.6 per cent of local 
residents who are 
foreign bom, which 
equates to just over 
3,600 people. 

Our unemployment is 
low, thanks to Welsh 
Assembly initiatives 
with only 2.5 per cent 
unemployment or 934 
people. 

Youth unemployment 
is slightly higher at 3.6 
per cent or 230 of those 
934 people. The picture 
of large numbers of 
people claiming 
unemployment benefit 
does not reflect the 
figures here. What we 
do have are 2,700 people 


needing to claim 
working tax credits 
because of low wages 
and that we need to 
tackle. 

The week was a great 
success. They loved 
staying in Porthcawl and 
waking up to the sound 
of the sea every 
morning. They loved 
meeting with and talking 
to local people and have 
gone back to London 
with a deeper insight 
into the constituency and 
the issues which affect 
and concern people 
locally. 

They were not 
surprised to find that in 
every surgery people 
wanted to ask me about 
the Labour leadership 
contest and who I was 
supporting. (The answer 
is Yvette Cooper, for 
those of you who don’t 
already know). 

The final big plus was 
getting to know the two 
staff in Bridgend who 
both live and work here 
all of the time. 

Communication 
between the two offices 
is important and there is 
no better way of 
improving that 
communication than 
spending time together 
and sharing 
understanding of 
priorities and ways of 
tackling them.

Hospital’s 
‘honeymoon 
suite’ for 
local couple 



AN elderly couple 
received the 
‘honeymoon’ 
treatment when 
they were admitted 
to University 
Hospital Llandough 
(UHL) recently. 

Julia and Trevor 
Lewis from Cardiff 
spent six weeks together, 
after Julia became 
unwell and needed a 
blood transfusion. 

At first, she refused to 
go in as she was 
concerned about leaving 
her husband at home 
without her. Hospital 
staff solved the problem 
when they made 
arrangements for the 
couple to be moved to 
the ‘honeymoon suite’, 
where they could rest 
and recuperate together. 

The couple and their 
Age Connect volunteer, 
Anne O’Regan, have 
praised the “excellent 
care and support” they 
have received from staff 
on East 8 ward. 

Anne, who has known 
Julia and Trevor for six 
months, said she had 
become concerned about 
Julia: “I was going on 
holiday and Julia was 
due to have a procedure 
done, but she was 
worried about Trevor 
being on his own. I 
arranged for other 
volunteers to visit Trevor 
while I was away. 

“When I came back, I 
visited them both and 
was increasingly 
concerned about Julia as 
she had become very 
unwell. Her GP said that 
Julia was anaemic and 
required a blood 
transfusion. 

“She was still anxious 
about leaving Trevor 
and, unfortunately, 
refused hospital 
admission.” 

Julia eventually 
agreed to be admitted, 
but her anxiety was still 
there: “I took Julia into 
Llandough Hospital and 
explained the situation. 
Trevor experiences a 
number of health 
problems himself, with 
difficulty walking due to 
pain in his knees and 
dementia.” 

The hospital decided 
to admit Trevor as a 
social admission so he 
would still receive a 
level of care while Julia 
was being treated. 

Eventually, Julia was 
transferred to East 8 
ward, so they could 
monitor her condition. 

Staff on the ward 
realised that Julia wasn’t 
improving as well as 
they had hoped, due to 
her anxiety over Trevor, 


so arrangements were 
made to bring Trevor to 
East 8 ward every day so 
they could have meals 
together. 

The ward manager 
noticed that their anxiety 
increased when they 
were apart, so they were 
moved to the 
‘honeymoon suite’, a 
private room with two 
beds, where they could 
recuperate. 

Anne continued: “To 
see them together and to 
see the efforts the staff 
have made to reassure 
them has been 
exceptional. The 
honeymoon suite is 
absolutely wonderful to 
keep them together. 

“What the hospital is 
also doing is promoting 
their independence, and 
is planning now for their 
discharge and return 
home. 

“We had a home visit 
last week and they are 
putting things in place 
like meals and daily help 
for Trevor, but we have 
to make sure that Julia 
doesn’t refuse any help 
this time because Julia is 
‘Mrs Independent’. 

Julia praised the care 
she received at UHL, 
saying: “Staff have been 
absolutely brilliant. They 
are like family now and 
it’s like being in a lovely 
home with a big family. 

“That’s how I feel, 
like I’m with all my 
brothers and sisters. 

“Everyone has been 
so kind and caring and 
we have been very 
fortunate and privileged 
that we have been 
brought here. I will 
miss the people when I 
go home. The ones that 
are looking after us are 
brilliant.” 

Trevor added: “To be 
here with Julia is 
wonderful because I can 
see what they are doing 
for her and I am here to 
be close to her in case 
she needs me, and I also 
need care myself. 

“I have trouble 
walking. I had an 
operation last year and 
I’ve got trouble with 
both my knees but I’m 
not complaining. 

“The hospital is good. 
I’d like to book a 
holiday here. It is lovely 
and the staff are 
wonderful.” 

Julia added; “The 
hospital won’t let us go 
home until we are ready 
to be at home. And they 
are making sure we have 
our care package in 
place to help us at home. 

“I am also happy that 
Trevor is getting the 
medication he needs, 
which will help us both 
going forward.”

BARRY Romilly Bowling Club’s season 
gets better and better with successes 
across the board during the past week.
